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INTERVIEW: 


BRIAN & 
MORRIS 
WAINWRIGHT 


We taped this interview the weekend before the 
Farm Ramp was to be torn down. 


EV- O.K. Where are we? 

BR- We're in the parking lot of the Farm Ramp, that's 
where we are. 

EV- O.K., tell us who you are? 

MO- My name is Morris and that's my brother Brian. 

BR- Little brother. 

EV- How did ya'll go about building this ramp? 

BR- It all started up on the hill. 

MO- When we moved to Raleigh, they brought me out 
here to skate with Dave. He had this big 16 foot 
wide ramp. We were stoked, it was the biggest 
thing we'd ever seen. We skated there all the time 
and then we built another ramp at Dave's house 
and then built another ramp right over there. And 
then we decided that it was too small, so we built 
the big 10 foot transition ramp. Well, Brian did. 

BR- Morris designed it though. Killer design. 

MO- Brian built it along with Dave. 

BR- Long winter months. 

MO- And when it got done, we were skating it and Tim 
Hammond came out. He used to skate in Arizona 
a long time ago and he quit. Then he started skat- 
ing the Farm Ramp and got all stoked and built 
his own ramp. He did back home in Cary. Our 
ramp was 10 ft transitions, 1 and a half foot of 
vert, 24 ft wide. Tim didn't have much money, so 
he built his with 9 1/2 ft transitions, 16 ft wide, 
then he made it 20 ft. wide and it just barely had 
vert on it. And then, a, after about a year or so, he 
had to move it, because of houses. So, we were 
like, "Gee, what are we going to do?” ‘Cause we 
didn't have any place to put it. 

BR- So, we were all partying one night and came up 
with the idea of the 3/4 pipe. Well, Tim actually 
came up with the idea of the 3/4 pipe. We came 
up with the idea of the hips and it turned out 
pretty neat.

MO- It was better when we hooked up with 
guys that spoke the language. À lot of 
times we had friends that skated and 
spoke the language. They would hook 
us up and let us know what to order. 
But when we went off by ourselves, we 
were like, "Oh, no, what are we gonna 
do?" 

EV- Tell us about the killer concrete parks. 

MO- First of all, when we got to Munster, the 
1st place we went....we talked to the 
people at Titus and they went," Yeah, 
ther's an indoor skatepark and there's a 
concrete park that's brand new and it's 
public too." We went and they had this 
perfect bowl and it's made of precast 


MO- We don't eat McDonalds that much, we 
don't like that place. We finally had to 
in Spain, because everything is so 
totally wierd, man. After Brian got craw- 
dad antenna and eyes in his food one 
day. 

BR- | got this fish dish. | was trying to get 
something without red meat in it and | 
got this dish that had like crawfish in it. 
It wasn't like you could open it up and 
scoop the meat out. It was cut up into 
little pieces and little antennas were 
just there in the rice and stuff. Then | 
got this fish steak and instead of like a 
filet, they just take the fish and chop it 
up. It was better, but still wierd.

EV- That was after you decided to combine 
them? 

MO- Yeah, it just came together, one thing 
after another. You know, as we were 
building it, we would think of another 
thing to do. 

EV- How long did it take you to pu them to- 
gether? 

MO- Once we really got working on it every- 
day, it took about 2 months. The jam 
was coming up and we had to getit 
done. 

EV- Did you have a lot of help doing it? 

BR- No, people came out some, but most of 
the time we'd just rather work by our- 
selves. 

MO- Most of the people that would come out 
we'd give them something to do and 
they were like, "Oh, this sucks. We 
need to go to the store and stuff." Dave 
Brian, Tim, and Vern worked some. 
Who else? | don't know. 

EV- Who financed that operation? 

MO- Me, Brian, and Tim mostly. It was a 
lot. We each spent over $1000. It was 
killer when we were done. 

BR- We were definately in debt for a few 
months. | used my Mastercard. 

EV- What's going to happen to the ramp 
now? 

MO- Well, it's got to come down. Thanks to 
the good country we live in. Where 
greed and insurance compnies rule. 
And lawyers. 

EV- Any future plans as far as moving it? 

MO- We are going to take it down and try to 
get some land some where and try to 
move it. At least a part of it. Just to 
have a place to skate around here. 

EV- When did you find out about the insur- 
ance thing? 

MO- When we got back from Europe. 

BR- Yeah, the trouble really started when 
we first got back from Europe. 

EV- A real nice'welcome home. 

BR- Yeah, we weren't really sure if we could 
work something out or not. Then the 
final word came in last week and no 
one would help us at all. Insurance 
companies would just deny them. 
‘Cause Dave's father-in-law called 
around after their insurance agent had 
called around and they had already 
heard about the ramp. So, that was 
that. 

EV- Tell us about Europe. How fun was 
that? 

MO- Itwas a blast. | would recommend it 
to anyone to have fun. Unless they are 
homebodies. 

EV- How long were you there? 

MO- 2 months altogether. It was pretty wierd 
sometimes when no one spoke En- 
glish. We don't know any other lan- 
guages. We would just sit up and point 
to stuff, you know. We always had to 
eat places where you could see the 
food. 'Cause you could look at a menu 
and not know what you were getting- 
except for pizza. 


EV- A lot of McDonalds? 
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or 75. Then | met this guy with Krypton- 
ics, right when Kryptonics came out 
and that was the raddest thing because 
1 had these loose bearing wheels. He 
had these Kryptonic wheels. 

BR- Excalibers. 

MO- This hill, | used to have to push, every 
once in a while to get down it. | step- 
ped on this guys board, then | was like 
turning to try to slow down, going, 
"Whooah." Just screaming. | was 
totally hooked. So, | got me some, and 
left my old board at home. | gave опе 
to Dave, he had it all fixed up. He was 
like racing around the carport and stuff. 
Not long after that he got himself a 
good board. We'd skate down the 
street. He lived in a small town, so we'd 
skate down the streets. We built little 
plywood wedge ramps and stuff. Every 
once in a while we'd get mom and dad 
to take us to the park in Durham and 
places like that. Until | was old enough 
to drive and then we went all the time. 

BR- We went to skate it one day after it had 
been closed acouple of years, and like 
the bulldozer was there pushing it off 
that very day. 

EV- What was the name of the place, do 
you remember? 

BR- El Toro. 

MO- Itwas rad. 

BR- They built a ramp there. They built 2 
half pipes. The first one they built out 
of metal. 

МО- Metal frame. 

BR- Little pieces welded together, They 
built it out of too thin of metal, the wind 
just blew it in half. It was just hated. 

MO- We were so stoked because we had 

vert to ride and we get there one time 

and they said,"Guess what?" We 
looked and it was flat. 

Yeah, the locals only got to skate it like 

2 days before it got blown together. 

Then they built another one. 

In about a year they finally got another 
one done. It was big. It was like 12 ft. 
high, 10 ft. transitions, 4 ft. of flat 
bottom. When flat bottom came out, 
they were like,"Yeah, we're modern, we 
have flat bottom." 4 feet and it was 12 
ft. wide. 

12 ft. high and 12 ft. wide, it was quick. 

It was gnarly. | learned to do axle drops 
there. | didn't tail drop, | axled in. 

EV- Was that where you learned to roller 
skate? 

BR- Well, | first started at this indoor park in 
Greenville. They had like twin rinks. 
They had roller skating on one side 
and a skateboard park on the other, All 
these ramps and stuff. 

EV- Oh, so that's how you made the con- 
nection? 

BR- Yeah, there were a couple of locals 
who would ride the ramps and stuff and 
1 said," Hmmm, | want to try that." 
"Cause | used to see it in magazines. 
When they used to put itin mags. | got 
stoked on it. ended up buying some 
used skates and started doing it on the 
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above the lip. Our 2 by 4's are pretty 
bad, but to make up for itthey put 
pressboard behind it. And, it still wasn't 
quite right, so they put this tape, like 
packaging tape, and put it all the way 
down the lip. So, you go to do a lay- 
back slide or something and the tape 
would wrap around your wheel. Titus is 
getting cheaper and cheaper each 
year. He's making more and more 
money and not putting any of it into the 
ramp. 

EV- Tell us about the contest and the world 
champion roller skating thing. 

МО- Itwas a good contest, people from 
everywhere. 

BR- Yeah, there were so many different 
people there. 

МО- It's mind blowing to see all those 
different skaters from all over the world. 
They had slalom and stuff there, man. 

BR- We got some on video, 'cause our par- 
ents went and videotaped. 

EV- Yeah, we saw some at that Virginia 
Beach contest. 

BR- Really? 

EV- Yeah. 

BR- Was it like giant downhill slalom or real 
tight? 

EV- You know the soap box derby hill at 
Trashmore? 

MO- They did it down that? 

EV- Yeah. 

MO- That's rad. That's funny they had it on 
the only hill in the whole city. 

BR- Over there they just had a start ramp 
and they just worked the flat around 


the cones. 

EV- So how does it feel to be roller skating 
king of the world, again? 

BR- Pretty cool. It seems like an insignificant 
thing, but it's pretty cool. 

EV- Third year in a row. 

BR- Yeah, third year. 

MO- Brian's a real star over there with all 
the roller skating guys. 

BR- Yeah, | could like live over there just 
doing demos and things 'cause people 
are interested in it. Over here people 
kind of like blow it off. 

EV- Why do you think that is? 

BR- | don't know. A lot of people are pre- 
judice against it because, just because 
it's not just like skateboarding. But, it's 
similar and they just think you are try- 
ing to rip them off. | don't know. 

MO- Because you're not doing what they 
are doing. Just like any kind of рге- 
judice. 

EV- How did you guys start skating, before 
this Farm Ramp stuff? Were you living 
here? 

MO- Well, my brother gave me a plastic 
board when | was like 12 or something, 
my older brother. He used to skate- 
board some. He gave me this plastic 
for my birthday one year and | rode it 
for about a year. Then | met these guys 
who had Kryptonics. 

EV- What year was that? 

MO- | don't know, 76 maybe, | don't know. It 
was a long time ago. Yeah, it was 76 


slices, like pie slices put together. It was 
like 9, 9 1/2 ft transitions with these big 
pie slices and then they filled in with 
dirt behind them. The slices already 
had metal pipe on the top edge of them 
They just welded the pieces together. 
Metal coping on а concrete bowl? 
Yeah, that was a bummer, man. Killer 
concrete pool with metal coping. Some 
of the Californians were really glad they 
had metal pipe on it.

Yeah. 

Someone had an interview with Salba, 
he was stoked on some pool that had 
metal pipe. 

1 don't understand. Pool coping is the 
best. So, it was the perfect pool, it even 
had flat bottom so people could skate it 
even if they really couldn't ride a pool 
or not. 

You could half pipe it, if you wanted, but 
it was killer carving. It was so fast. 
Then they also had a snake run. The 
way they did it was they set all the pipe 
out around the snake run the way they 
wanted to do it. Then they burmed up 
around it, put mesh up and poured 
concrete, It starts up about 3 ft, maybe 
4 ft deep with a little half pipe section 
that's bowled in, then it goes around 
and has a killer hip and a big banked 
wall and then another small turn in it 
and then it goes into a shallow bowl 
about 2 ft. deep. And the whole thing 
goes down hill to a shallow end about 
2 ft. deep. All the kids are trying to half 
pipe it and you shoot down it. 

They are skating it like a mini-ramp? 
They do. Oh,"Yeah, coping, lip tricks." 
So we'd get a whole gang at a time and 
just run them out. Little kids would get 
trapped in the big pool, because there 
was a steep channel and it was real 
slippery. They would slide down on 
their Бий and couldn't get out. 

We showed up at the park one day and 
there were like 3 guys down there and 
we asked them,"Do you want to get 
ош?" 

So, ме pulled them ош. After that we 
skated that ramp park and then we 
went to England for that contest. The 
contest ramp would have been good. It 
was like one of those metal things with 
the metal framework and the metal 
templates. You're supposed to weld it 
all together, but they didn't. They just 
welded it at the top and bottom. So, the 
the middle was just flapping like that. 
Bouncing on the frames. 

So, for one thing, it made a kink where 
the 2 templates came together ‘cause 
they were flexed out a little bit. And the 
other thing, it was kinda bouncy. They 
put this gloss paint on the whole thing. 
It was real pretty, but it was so slick 
people would like drop in and slide out. 
And then they put like pressboard be- 
hind the coping. It got dust all over the 
whole thing. They put the lip on wrong 
and the whole piece was sticking up 
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supposed to catch it and go, "Yeah." All 
excited like. The kid would go,"Uhh." 
So, we had to wait until that was all 
over. 

It was like the producers' son. After they 
finished shooting the video the pro- 
ducer was like,"O.K., you guys hold off 
and let my son skate.” Christian was 
ripping, though. 

Yeah, he was. 

What year was this? 

1981. We came back and made our 
ramp into a 1/2 pipe. That fall we went 
to school up here and then the next 
spring | met Mark and Joe. That's 
Pretty much the whole thing. We used 
to skate Wizard park when it was up 
and Mark and Joe's ramp some. They 
could do anything there, man. | was 
blown away. That was just a year after 
14 gone to California and they were 
doing like everything. | was like freak- 
ing. The ramp was like 6 ft. high on one 
side and 8 ft. high on the other. They 
were doing airwalks right when they 
came out, man. 

Early mini-ramp stuff, they were ripping 
it. Doing inverts, miller flips. 

Any trick that was known, they could 
do. Then, we skated a few other ramps 
around here, like Dave's ramp. I've 
been skating out here since 1983. 
Mrs. Dismukes has been very tolerant 
of us. 

She's been like а mom. 

She's the coolest, many thanks to 

Mrs. Dismukes. 

When did you move down here? 

| moved here іп 1981, that summer 
right after | graduated. 

Then, | graduated in 1984 and that's 
when we got a place together. 

We were skating Gorman Street back 
some back then too. It's been around 
forever. We skated it like 5, 6 years 
ago. It's funny how it's stuck around 
for so long. It was a regular white pool 
with blue tiles back then. 

Where else have you guys traveled 
around? 

‘Oh, yeah, we never finished up 
Europe. 

Tell us some more about those parks. 
We did this contest in England and 
Losi shredded hard. Midget shredded 
hard, Fab shredded hard. All those 
people shredded hard. After that 
London thing, we skated Southsea 
Skatepark for a day ‘cause it's down 
where you catch the ferry to go to 
France. The next day after that we 
went to France and rode the train down 
to San Sebastian in Spain. Brian hada 
roller skating demo.
